tion to convene a National Assembly;

up nt the sunwardly pr:hibited meet- 
ing of the Z-mstva in Moscow.

HARMONY BETWEEN ’G 


CHINA AND FOREIGN 
NATIONS. 
1805 September. 


On Saturday afternoon at the first 
ofa srries of lec ures on “ Friendly 
Int reour-e” delivered at the S u- 
dents’ Hall of the International Insti- 
tate, His Excelleey Lit Hai-huan, 
the Tr-aty Commis-ioner, iook the 
charr and inneduced the proc: edings 
by complimentary refere'ce to the 
prpese of the Institute, and the 
effo ts of Dr. Reid in promoting 
greater feundiiness be ween C 
and other counties. Ie eypr ssed 
his personal interes in the sa! ject 
to be discn-sed, and made way for 
what Dr, Reid would have to say. 

Dr. Reis, who spoke nearly an hour 
in Chines» on “ Harmony” between 
Chitin nnd Fevoign Pawers,” began by 
ateference to the main ‘uuction of the 
Trteria ina! Ins itute as being hit 
of viva er harmony between the Bast 
and Wes. Hse wasn plotof ground 
piuchae! by the Chinese to carry 
ous such a wok, As tires he hud 
thought it better to wait till the main 
hall should be erected befire unde-- 
teking lectures, but afterwards owing 
to the importance of many ques ion 
now discus-e!, he de ded to use the 
building, however swall, where they 
nwimet, 

Jn tne relations of man with man 
nation the mo-t 
aunt mb er ix thar of harmeny. 
Confucius ones suid: “In the pro- 
preties harmony is most essential ; 
the kings aforetime observed this” 
What was truc two theuand asd 
more years ago, and even of wll the: 
grat kings before tha thn, has beew 
found true time wnd time again'in 
the differnt dynasties and. by! vie 
emperorssince, ‘The present Empress 
Dowager through her rule of: forty 
years has been ounspicuons for her 
desire to be at peace and in, friendly 
relation ‘with the outside. world. 
Confusins added these impor ant 
words: “To know harmony, und ye 
not to exempl ty harmony in nee nd- 
ance with rues of propriety ought 
not to by.” Hence it has come to 
pass in the dev-l pment of inver- 
ntional relationships that detinite 
rules and usages exist to govern each 
other in mutual harmony and friend- 
liness, 

The C'inese may be sail to w nt 
peave. Do they equully desire har- 
mony with others? Q: du th y realise 
that tru peace cu only come fi 
harmonious relations w:th others? 
How d.sastrous has been the lack of 
harmony, of friendliness, w-s seen in 
the war of 1842 between China and 
Engl nd, in the war of 1858-60 with 
Eng and antl France, #nd latterly and 
miogo uoticeably in 1903, when op-

tion wos directed by prince, duke, 
xrand secretary, as well as by Boxers, 
against tho whole woild. Not only 
freiguers suffered, but countle-s 
ese, and this not m-rely by she 
burden of a forty years’ indemuity, 
but in many ether ways. 

Ou the other hand, whenever har- 
mony with outsiders has been nour- 
ish d, China has advanced, trade has 
improve, and peace has reigned 
within her borders, 

I. should not be overlooked that 
for China to be on harmoniou< 
relations with other nations, there 
are several obstacles. First, what is 
called “f-reign country” is not one 
but many. If China had one coun- 
try to deal with, it might be easy, 
bit how is 1t when there ure eighteen? 
Second, harmony is nos a matter ef 
on side but two sides, an | one of these 
sides has eighteen siffer-nt shides, 
The foreigner as well xs the Ubin-se 
has a duty to p rform in atiaining 
to accord, ‘Third, the Chinese and all 
foreigners, «xcepring the Japanvse, 
are of diff r nt races, and racial 
distinetions have always been mor- 
deeply rooted than mere nations 
differences. Fourth, past £ iow 
hin lors perfect. feelings of harmony 
to-day. Ill-f elmg, spite, hatred, 
reveng’, never dv ensily, 

‘Therefore, harm my is not natural 
or -pontaneous; it must be learned ; 
' needs cultivat A few yens 
go a Hanlin sai 
hins needs a well-trained army.”) 
‘The reply wis, “China neds a well 
trained fe lng of ha:mony2” And 
this training is not of a day or » 
year, I requires constant, persistent 
application, Ina moment of slack- 
ness, discord »ppears. Vigilance is 
the t rice of friendliness, 

~There ure some Chinese who say, 

“To protect China we fnust opnos 
foreigners.” Tis is dubious logic. It 
“Up 
with the Manchus and down with 
the foreigner,’ If the love is only 
for one’s s+ IF, the benefit. ac-ru:ng to 
self mu-t cime from self, If extend- 
ed to others, thé benefit to self can 
come from others, as Mencius’ said : 
“Love others, and others will love 
you, respect others and others will 
respect you.” For China, as an 
exampl+, to increase her trae, it is 
folly for her to seek to obstruct th 
trade fom abroad, Genvrally as for- 
vign trade increases, home trade, or 
trade of home products abroad, also 
increases. 

How, now, may harmony be 
attained be:ween China and foreign 
nations? It is har! to say, but five 
suyg-stions ars offered. First, Lt 
Cuinese and foreigners und-rstand 
exch other, Mi-und rstanding lead< 
to quarrels, Second, let tere be 
more socal relitionship. Shanghai 
isin touch with the outside world, 
but there is less social contact than 
in many interior cities. If they meet 
iv is todi-cu-s, in pidgin Engli-h, 
chops,samples, exchange, commission.

In f iling to be social the tor-igner 
a as much to blimeas the Chinese. 
Third, let there be mutual respect.

THE LOSS OF THE 
MIKASA. 


19th September. 

We know a little more fully the 
particulare of the loss of Admiral 
‘Pago's fligship: the. Mikasa, from 
e offic:al repmt published in: the 
“Nagas:ki Press” and reproduced in 
our columns yesterday, while still 
lat-r news reached us subsequently, 
‘This splendid bartle-hyp which has 
done such good service for Jnpan in 
the last eighteen months arrived at. 
Saseho harbour on the morsing of 
Sunday, 'he 10th instant, with Adiniral 

ogo on toard, Hull the crew were 
given shore leave, and it is evid nb 
that Admiral Togo and a lurge num- 
ber of the officers had also yone’on’, 
chore, All went well during the day, 
but ab twelve minutes nf er midnight 
(we take thes+ detai's from the 
pin Chronic’e”), smoke was found 
coming ont in dense masses in the. 
neighbourhood of the main bridge. 
Every effort was made at once to 
geb at the seat of the fire and 
d-tachments were sent from the 
other vessels in the harbour, und from 
the Saxeho Hirbour Department, but 
the thick smoke which filled the 
main and "tween decks made it very 
difficult 10 vet near the fire. At 1.37 
a.m, on Monday a portion of the 
afer magazine exp'oded, blowing a 
big hole in the port side of the ship, 
and she sank in shallow water. with 
her upp works above the water, 
Her yuns are being removed, and 
operations are going on to refloat 
her, when the cause of the firé will 
doubiless be ascertained; but the 
mo-t probably theory is that it was 
due to the elvctric wires, a lurge 
number of which are concentrated 
where the fire is believed to have 
begun, 

‘Tue first telegram put the casnal- 
tes at 599, bus this includes killed, 
wound-d, nnd missing, so that the 
oss of life was not quite so serious 
ns we at first imagined, We take 
the following table of the casualti-s 
from the “Japan Times” of the 12cb 
instant:—

‘This plain tale puts down -the 
rumours that have been current 
about the disaster to the shfp and 
about Admiral Togo’s movements, 
Electric light wires are necessarily a 
danger in every sbip, as they are in 
houses, We have seen an “Empress” 
obliged, after she had .got:well out 
in the Pacifle, to put back to Hako- 
date on fire from this cause; and a 
battleship, with its innumerable wires 
required for several purposes besides 
lighting, is even more exposed to this 
danger than a mail steamer. While 
woodwork is dispensed ‘with as much 
as possible in a battleship, there must 
be inflammable. matter about them, 
and those who have seen the 
Russian ships, interned after escap- 
ing from action in the recent war, 
say that they suffered from fires on, 
board more than from the other 
effects of the enemy's projectiles, 
As regards the explosion of the 
magnzine, it may not have been 
caused by tho direct action of the 
fire at all; there is a case on record 
of a shell exploding in the magazine 
ofan English man-ofwar,-s former 
Eclipse, simply from heat with- 
out any fire on board the vessel. 
‘The cause of the fire on the Mikasa 
will not be ascertained beyond doubt 
until she has been pumped out, and 
asthorough investigation has been 
made, bat the cause wé have men- 
tioned ‘seems certainly ‘the most 
probable one. With so many of the 
officers of the “Mikasa” who were 
son board at the time killed, ‘missing, 
and wounded, it will perhaps never 
be ascertained: why the magazines 
were’ not flooded directly the fact 
that the fite had broken out was 
known. -It is a consolation to think 
how much less distrastrous the fire 
was'than if it*had broken out three 
mionths or so earlier, or when the 
Mikasa wast sea. People who 
attack importance to omens will 
xemember “with interest ‘that the 
Russians, ‘before the ‘battle of Tsus 
shima, believed that the’ Mikasa had 
been entirely disabled, and that her 
name was érased° from ‘Admiral 
Rozhdiestvensky’s list of the vessels 
he expected to meet. 

The Mikasa will, of course; >be 
raised ‘and repaired aiid ‘will agaiti 





fly the flag of Admiral Togo, but 
this will be little consolation to the 
families of the killed ‘and drowned, 
and ‘to those crippled -by the explo- 
sion, or those who will carry their 
wounds to the grave, and the: women 
aud children dependent on ‘thew. 
Such an accident to a man-of-war 
fall of vigorous young lives, is always 
touching in its sadness; it is ‘still 
more ‘touching when she ship ‘and 
her ‘crew have come with honour 
through a great war, and-are“return- 
ing “to harbour to be ‘welcomed 
by a whole nation, with the conclu- 
sion of peace. No man worthy ‘of 
the name of whatever nationality 
can help’ feeling desp sorrow and 
sympathy for the sufferers by 
the disaster and for the nation of 
whose virtues the great ship was 80 
noble 2 representative. Of the six 
fine battleships with which Japan 
daringly confronted ‘the outwardly 
powerful navy of Russia, there are 
only thice now left afloat, but nob one} 
of them was destroyed in’action. As'| 
we have said ‘before, it is one of ‘the 
ironies of life-that the’ Mikasa‘shou'd 
pass almost uninjured through ac- 
tions in which she led the van, 
through mine-fields, through storms 
and tempests, only to be blown up; 
when safe in one of her own harbours. 


“Weigh the vessel up, 
Once dreaded by her foes, 
And mingle with our cup 
‘The tear that England owes.” 
We should owe it to the heroic: 
men ‘who perished in her, if Japan 
were not our ally, for “Sunt lachry- 








Saghalien. Mr. de Witte and his im- 
perial master never disguised 'their 
intention ‘to refuse to pay ‘an ‘in- 
demnity, however grent the pressure 
Drought on them.

look for too great-kindliness in the 
sway beneath which Exst and West 
Africans find themselves. Neither 
should we wonder overmuch at their

Carl Peters was the founder of the 
colony, Captain Wissmann following 
him in 1889. A god deal of figh ing 
took plaice before the native tribes 
and the Arabs were ¢ ntent to ace ‘pt 
German authori y. Baron Sod-n, 
however, who succecded Wissman 1, 
tried more peaceful methods and wax 
rewarded with greater success, ‘The 
most recent report that we have seen 
dates from 1902, and then the finan- 
cial posirion was not considered ro-y. 

Littl is known, so far, of the pro= 
gress of the new rebellion. In all pro- 
bability it will ran the nsual course, 
Governm-nts will not learn except 
by biter expericnce, and we who 
have paid for onrs may well sym- 
pathise with the G-rmin pop'e, who 
have to be taxed horvily so that 
heavy punishmont may be meted ont 
to savayes why have had the teme 
ty todefend th-ir hearths aa! homes. 

A third trouble, ths time com- 
mercial, has r cently b-en raun‘ng a 
somewhxt heated course in te 
Pacific, where the authorities in th -ir 
eagerness to get ull the trade into 
their own hands began a system of 
discrimination between German and 
Australinn vessels, Tois was eminent- 
ly successful. The Australian ships 
were practically deiven from th« 
islants, But, as is characteristic of 
young nations, the Australians were 
‘oon ready with theie remedy, a 
rough and ready one, in the shape of 
that “blessed word,” Retal-ation, 
Very little of it was sufficient, and the 
latest news is that the colony is once 
again being visited by Australian 
vessels as of yore. 

In pence, therefore, as well as in 
war, there is much to be learnt at 
the price of dear-bouyht exp-rience. 
From the vantage ground on which 
we stind, we cin view with interest. 
and sympathy the progress of the 
latest nation which has done us the 
houour to copy us—mistakes and all.

I trust therofore that your Excellency 
will take the necessary measures be! 
it'is too late, that you will instrust the 
officials throughout the province of 
Fukion that uo placards are to be posted 
up, and no literature circulated, whioh is 
calculated to stir up the people against 
foreigners and incite them to excossos. 
I further trast’that your Excellency will 
address a stroug reprimand to the 
of Yonping city for having por- 
mitted the gentry to take an active part 
in the posting up of the placards, and 
will deal. soveroly. with those of the 
gontry. who 40 unwarrantably lent thi 
support to the proceedings.

Chinese month, 
which ia to be posted up the night. of| 
the 16th, the rising itself to take place on 
the 18th.’ Tho proclamation draws atten- 
tion to the rapid advance of Japan, aud 
tue backwardoess of Uhina; it charges 
foreigaers with sapping the country of its: 
wealtl, and Christianity with destroying 
its religions ; and itcomimands that, while. 
foreign merchants may: be allowed to 
remain in the treaty: ports, all missi 
aries aro to bo driven out; all ni 
Christians killed, their houses burnt, and 
their property confiscated. 

That tho proclamation is printed, and 
that many cop been pulled from 
the block, sooms indisputable, and that 
ramours of a disturbing ‘nature aro bein, 
frooly bandied about, is certain. The off- 
cials, however, have beon informed, and 
taking stops to nip the trouble in the 
bud. Whether they will be able to do a0, 
wo shall know better on the 18th inst. In 
tho meantime we are without anxiety.- 

The American “Boycott

Mixed Court. 

Foreign Supervision, —Having reference 
to the Police arraugements decided upou 
in May last (vide minutes of mooting of 
31st idem) the following correspondence 
is ordered for publicatior 

Summary of letter from the Taotai to 
the Senior Consul, dated 21st June, 1905. 

‘The Taotai, referring to x report from 
the Mixed Court Magistrate, complains 
about tho action on the part of the Police 
in Mixed Court cases. 

For several tens of years the proceed 
i in the Mixed Court have been 
ried on according to the rules for the 
Mixed Oourt laid down by the Tsungli 
Yamén and the Foreign Ministers in 
Peking. But now the Police e.deavour 
to usurp the power of the Mixed Court. 

‘The Taotai asks therefore the Senior 
Consul to consider the matter and to 
request the Superintendent of the Police 
to actin conformity with the rales for 
the Mixed Court. 

Council Room, 
Shanghai, 4th July, 1905. 

Sin,—I havo the honour to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of @ translation and 
copy of » letter from the Taotai dated the 
21st ultimo on the subject of the Mixed 
Court, enclosed in your letter of the 2nd 
instant. Your letter of the 17th ultimo 
contained similar dispatch from tho 
Mixed Court Magistrate, who has also 
addressed the Couueil’s Svcre'ary and 
Captuin-Superintondent of Police. "These 
communications relate to certain changes 
in’ procedure in the administration of 
punishments inflicted by the Court, whi 
i renilered unecessary by 
action of the Mugis'rate in failiny 
carry ont sentences which have boon given 
with the due concurrence of the Consular 
Assessors, 

‘Among the irregularities to which I 
allude may be cited the following, whioh 
wh case be attributed to the 
Magistrate or the 
rapaoity of his runners :— 

(a) Failace to administer blows. 

(db) Unwarranted detention of prisoners 

after reosipt of blows. 

(0) Refusal to 1 once in onsus 
properly punishable with impri- 
sonment. 

(a) The levy of squeezes on prisoners 
in addition to, or in subst.tation 
for, the fiue ‘or other puvishment 
awarded. 

To counteract these abuses the Council 
has taade certain Police arrangements 
which my be briefly summarised as 
follows : 

(1) Prisoners arrested under warrants 
or othorwiso to romain under Police 
supervision and coutcol from the 
time of their arrest nutil the com- 
pletion of their sentence. 

(2) A resp» foreign Police offizer 
in every caso to witness and check 
the adininistration of punishment 
and to ensure release thereufter.

VICTIMS OF THE TYPHOON, 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Norra Cuina Datty News.” 

Sin,—I will begin by tondering yon 
my deepest thanks for the charitable 
help yon have lent by opemng the 
columis of your valuable journal to 
subscriptions on bebalf of the sufferers 
‘on Tsungming and the adjacent islands, 
and also to these generous persons who 
have confided to you their «lms that they 
may aid. 

Hero are some details which arrived 
yostorday from two different sources and 
which will show how critical indeed is 
the situation of these unfortunates. 

After vightewn days a portion of the is- 
Inna is still under water. ‘On going tu 
the North-East. to visit those who ha 
been flooded’out,” writes Father Storr to 
me yesterday morning, “I have had the 
water iabove my knees, and I lost in the 
mud the soles of my Hsing bctee Ohri 
tians and non-converts alike have taken 
refuge on the dykes in huts made out of 
all sorts of débris, As all the crops are 
lost, even those around the town of 
‘Tsenkatseng, and still more completely in 
the interior, in a month the misery will 
be terrible.” 

The list of known victims continues 
sadly to lengthen ; in one place at which 
at the time of my departure none bad 
been reported, the Father mentioned 
above now enumerates eighteen among 
the Christians alone. As for the fami- 
lies absolutely ruined, they form almost 
the whole population in some districts. 
There are no reports from other of 
tho island, of which some, such as Sa: 
and Tsangsinso, have been sorely di 
tressed. 

During the days which preceded my 
departure the gentry caused tom-toms to 
be beaten all along the dykes to warn 

























the families to gather together their 
dead. After four days those bodies 
which remained unclaimed were publicly 
buried ; and thus behind the chapel in 
which I was, forty were interred in oue 
day in a single grave. Moreover, a young 
man who came in the day before yester- 
day tells me that under this water which 
is taking so long to flow away, we shall 
find still more bodies. To the misfor- 
tune, great as it is, of the present, may 
it not be feared that an epidemic will 
shortly be added?

The proposal 
receives the Imperial sanction and the 
memorialising Board is commanded to 
confer with the Waiwupu and the Im- 
perial High Commissioner of the Peiyang 
Administration (Vicoroy Yuan Shih-k‘ai) 
on the subject, in order to decide upon 
the best methods of throwing open the 
three provinces to trade.

NOTWS ON NATIVE 
AFFAIRS.

The Ontrage on a British 
Subject, 
Owing to the unwarrantable delay of 
the Quinsan magistrate i 
prisoner, Sir Pelham W: 
Mr. Vice-Consul Twyman up to Quinsan 
to mako a porsonal demand upon. the 
magistrate. The Quinsan magistrate, by 
the way, it is reported, is about to be 
promoted to the Paoshan (Woosung) 
magistracy. It is to bo hoped that the 
dispatch of Mr. Twyman to Quinsan will 
end the scandal at once. 
The Taotai-designate of 
Shanghai, 
his Honour Jui Ch‘éng, is of Man- 
chu descent, and just prior to the 
Boxer disturbances of 1900 was fil- 
ling the post of a substantive 
second-class Secretary of the Board of 
Punishments. When the allied forces 
captured Peking in the autumn of 1900, 
tho Commanding Officer of the Japanese 
contingent, learning that Jui Chong was 
possessed of an expert knowledge of 
Chineso laws, invited him to join the 
staff as a judicial adviser. It is stated 
in Poking, that it was largely through 
the careful advice Jui Ch'éng gave to 
the Japanese military authorities during 
their administration of their portion of 
Peking, that that part of the Chinese 
capital was considered by everyone in 
the North at that time to be the best 




















governed of all the foreign administration 
in Peking. When the allies evacuated 
Peking, the knowledge Jui Ch'éng had 
gained from the Japanese of gendar- 
merie administration methods recom. 
mended him to Prince Ching, who ap- 
pointed him to start a modern force of 
gendarmes in the Capital, over whom he 
was made the chief. Jui Ch‘éng ap- 
peared to have been quite successful and 
popular in -this work and gained in 
consequence the respect of the inhabi- 
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tants over whom ho had for a time been 
placod. 

After leaving Paking Jui Ch’eng was 
appointed Tavtai of Kiuliang, aud as far 
as catt at present be ascertained, seems 10 
have got tloug pretty well in that eapa- 
city during the past fonr years or so. 
We may here state that his Honour had 
the principal hand in settling the boun- 
daries of the Kuling Estate a couple of 
years ago, and also the quasi-insnrrection 
at Loping last year, when the inbabitants 
in their wrath at the injustice of their 
magistrate almost de-troyed’ his yamén 
and other publie offices.

A Poking dispatch states that Princo 
Tsai Hsun, Third Order, a noar kinsman 
of the cashiered Ex-Prince ‘Tuan, has 
received a telegram from the latter, who 
is residing in asmall town, not far fom 
the City of Hxian, the ‘eapital of Shensi 
province, tv the effect thar he is suffering 
from x serious malidy, awl also that he ix 
in need of money to misintin and feed the 
few devoted retainers who h-ve followed 
their Chief into banishment as the 
anger of the Empress Dowager against. 
ex-Prince Tuan has not yet subsided (her , 
Majesty naturally blames ‘Tuan for having 
cau-ed her flight from Peking in 1900), 
Prince ‘Isai Hsun dil not dace tw tell 
her Majesty of the plight of the father 
of the ex-Heir Apparent, P’u Chun, and 
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to beg her Majesty to send Tuan some 
assistance, so recourse was had, itis stated 
to Prince Ching and one or’ two other 
relatives of the ex-Prince. A sum of Tis. 
5,000, odd, was quietly collected and 
eventually sent to Tuan, but his prayer 
that his son, the ex-Apparent, now called 
Duke P'u Chun—s title given’ him by the 
Empress Dowager when taking away from 
him in 1901 the Heirship to the Dragon 
‘Throne—should be sent to Shensi to 
attend -upon him had, perforce, to be 
denied, no one daring ask this favour 
from the Empress Dowager. 


The Special Commission Abroad. 


A private letter received yesterday 
from Poking states that the five Imperial 
High’ Commissioners and respective 
suites loave Peking by train on the 20th 
inst. for Tientsin, where they will remain 
three or four days to confer with Viceroy 
Yuan Shih-k'ai, after which the party 
comes down to Shanghai. The members 
will then divide into two parties; one, 
consisting of Duke Tsai ‘sch and their 
Excollencies Hsu Shih-ch‘ang, Grand 
Councillor and Vice-President of the 
Board of Revenue, and Shao Ying, 
Deputy -Vico-President of the Shang- 
u, with 'Taotai Chu Pao-fay as| 
‘hief Socretary, several assistant 
sooretaries, attachés, and clerks will first 
visit Japan and ‘thence proceed to 
Europe. ‘The second party consists of 
thoir Excellencies Tai Hung-tze, Vice- 
President of the Board of Revenue, and 
Taan Fang, substantive Governor of 
Hunan, with Taotai Wu Kuang-chion as 
Chiof Secretary, aud Taotais Wan Ping- 
chung and Alfred Sze, as assistant socre- 
tarios, and soveral attachés and clorks. 
‘This socond party will proceed direct for 
the United States and then to Gor- 
many, Russia, Austria, and Italy. ‘The 
above, we are informed, is the official 
programme.

The Proposed Ch‘uan-Han 
Railway. 


A Soochow lottor sta'es that nows bas 
beon received thero from Ch‘éngtu, the 
capital of Szechuan province, ‘to’ the 
offect that, owing to the enorgetic action 
of H.E, Viceroy Hsi Liang, roprosonte- 
tivo mombors of the gontry and mer- 
chants of that province have taken in 
hand with much enthusiasm the scheme 
for tho construction of a railway between 
Ch‘éngtu and Hankow, a line, which the 
fear that a French syndicate (which 
had been working for it) would 
succeed in getting from the 

inistors of the Waiwupu and Shangpu, 
spurred the officials, gentry and mercan- 
tile classos of that province into energetic 
action to strongly oppose. The present 
estimate of the cost’ ofa railway from 
Ché'ngin over the border into Hupeh 
province (to which Haukow belongs) is 
about ton million taels, and as far as 
Hankow six millions’ or so more. 
‘Advices received at Soochow from 
Chiéngtu state that, so far, teu million 
tuels has been guaranteed by the gentry 
and merchants of Szechuan (this having 
the repute of being oue of the wealthiest 
provithee of Obius Proper), who on. the 
other hand have been promised by 
Viceroy Hsi Liang that any sum 
falling short of ten million taels 
will be made good by their Provincial 
Government. The plan now is that 
those in Szechuan are ready to con- 
tribute ten million, of the sixteen to 
twenty million taels needed to com- 
plete the proposed railway, au appeal 
to natives of Szechnan who are in the 
other seventeen provinces, either as 





















oflicials or as merchants, ought to be 
made calling upon them’ to contribute 
their share and to. use their influence 
with the monied classes amongst whom 
they are residing to subscribe to, and 
buy shares in, the proposed railway. 
This appeal has now arrived in Soochow ; 
the first to receive it being Taotai Chén

Proposed New Tax in Chihli 
Province. 


It is reported from ‘Tientsin that 
Viceroy Yuan § has in hand a 
scheme to levy a poll tax on the popula- 
tion of Chibli and to abolish certain 
other taxes under which the people have 
suffering for gonerations. While 

ing the burden on them lighter the 
iceroy expects to get more revenue 
by his scheme; it being estimated that 
ho will be able to get twenty-five million 
taels out of the tax, the only sufferers 
by the reform being the officials connect- 
ed with miscellaneous tax offices in the 
province. As there are many vested in- 
terests to attack and the new scheme 
may also tempt dishonest officials to 
tamper with the census that will have to 
be taken and so cause dissatisfaction and 
insurrection, the Viceroy with his usual 
shrewdness recognises the necossity of 
proceeding slowly and carefully in the 
matter and the question will be thorough- 
ly threshed and digcussed in its pros and 
cons before any active steps are taken. 
It is stated that the main object of the 
Viceroy in wishing to inaugurate the poll 
tax is first, of course, the increased re- 
venues it promises, and next, and just as

Significant Changes. 
20th September. 

That the people of this conntry are 
having theft eyes opened, especially those 
of the younger generation, and are 
changing in many. of their manners, 
customs, and modes of thought, to which 
their seniors and ancestors have hitherto 
steadfastly clung, iu favour of those of 
the West, must be plain to the most 
asval observer. ‘That this change has 
netrated oven to those amongst tho 
highest in tho land who, sooing the ap- 
proaching metamorphosis, so to speak, of 
the younger generation, have bent to the 
inevitable and aro. also adopting more 
modern methods, may be perceived at 
least by the following two instances. In 
China, methods, of address between the 
higher and the lower aro locked up in 
hard and fast rules. Students of the Chi- 
nese written language and of Chinese 
official customs and etiquette ospecially 
know this, avd it would take many 
columns of closely printed matter to ox- 
plain even superficially. 

It is the etiquette aud Royal proroga- 
tive to receive and accept everything as 
by divine right from a ‘subject, and a 
Chinese Emperor merely orders in terse 
language -a gift to be handed back ta 
his subject if it be not acceptable, 
and there is an end to it. It camo there- 
foro as s surprise to many, wo might - 
‘even say to the whole nation, to learn 
that, when some time ago Viceroy Chang 
Chih-tung offered to give to their Maj- 
‘ies ten thousand taels of his: annual 
to help in making some necessary 
irs to one of the Imperial Pulacos, 
the Emperor, in refusing the offer, issued 
an Imperial Rescript. sincerely 'thauk- 
ing” the Vicoroy for it. A careful search 
into the historical records of this country 
have failed to give a similar instance of 
a soveroigi thanking x subject for any- 
thing. The uext instance of the change 
that is coming over the land appoars in a 
proclamation issued at Canton the other 
day, by Viceroy Tséu Ch‘un-hsuon, with 
regard to the Boycott on American goods, 
calling upon the people of the province 
of Kuangtung to exhort each other to 
in from violence. In proclamations 
sort the custom from time im- 
1 has been in addressing’ tho 
people to say “You are required to obey 
the instructions herein. given,” ete. In 
the proclamation of Viceroy Tsén in 
question, his Excellency does not say 
“ you are ‘ required,’” otc., but “I thore- 
fore request the merchants, gentry and 
people of the whole province to obey,” 
ete—a mode of address which also 
occurs for the first time in the history of 
this country. 


The First Step towards 
Parliamentary and Municipal 
Representation. 

A private letter from Peking states 
that the Empress Dowager has decided 
to establish for the present otly what 
may be called an Upper House of 
Legislature, to be composed of the 
Viceroys and Governors of all the prov- 
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inces of the Empire, who are to go up to; 


Peking once # year to confer on matters ; 
of national importance. At other times, 
while in the provinces, a Viceroy, if any 
business of importance arises, shall confer 
with the Governor or Governors under 
him, and a Governor with the Provincial 
‘Treasurer, Provincial Judge, Salt Commi 

soner and substantive Taotais, generical- 
ly termed “ Sze-tao,” under him. Prefects, 
sub-prefects, and departmental and dis- 
trict magistrates shall confer with the 
gentry and notables of their respective 
cities, and when the commonalty have 
anything to propose they shall have to 
present their proposals to their own 
gentry and notables, who shall bring them 
to the notice of the officials immediately 
over them. ‘This method of ~ popular” | 
government will continue until education | 
becomes more general and the masses 
understand better their individual 
responsibilities and duties of citizenship.

‘That British nationality is regarded as an 
advantage by the Chinese is sufficently 
demonstrated by the notorious fact that 
many Chinese, having been naturalsedi 
in Hongkong, send their wives at critical 
periods to the Colony for a time in 
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British subjects, and (as in this 
case happens) remain so, although 
they return to China. These chil- 
dren, when they grow up, are iu- 
distinguishable “from other Chinese, 


They speak, as their native language, 
some dialect of Chinese; they live on 
Chinese food, wear Chinese costume, 
cultivate a queue, and, as often as not, 
reside snd own land in’ the interior. In 
a word, they endeavour to enjoy all the 
advantages of British subjects in China, 
such as immunity from the control of 
Chinese officials, and at the same time to 
evade all the disabilities attaching to 
the character of foreigner. 


Entirely to prevent these abuses 
is utterly impossible by any means 
but one. Were it rigidly enforced 
in colonies where persons of Chinese 
origin form a part of the population, 
that. any of them who are, or who become, 
British subjects should adopt British 
co.tume (which involves the sactilice of 
their queues,) the xbuses must cease auto 
matically. 

For Chinese who intend to renin sub- 
jects of the Emperor of China, this out 
ward change, though it has been seriously 
put forward as » desi:able reform, is not 
a matter of any moment. But itis of 
great moment, wd becomes daily more 
important, that such as become subjects 
of foreign States should show that they do 
so with ap honest intention, ond not mere- 
ly with a view to obtaining, in China, an 
unfair advautage over their fellow Celes- 
tials. 

















AMERICAN 
“PRESTIGE” IN THE 
FAR EAST. 


From tae “New York Jourwat or 
Comarerce.” 


The American China Dovelopmont 
Company and its sole enterpriso, the 
construction of a railway botwoon Canto 
and Hankow, aro again assuming tho im- 
portance of an international issue. Rofor- 
ence was recently mado in these column 
to the moving appeal addressed by 
the King of the Belgians to the President 
of the United States and Mr. J. Pierpont 
Morgan not to allow the concession for 
the construction of this railroad to revert, 
to the Chinese Government. It would 
appear from the tenour of a reported con- 
ference at Oyster Bay that the President 
has heard, and is disposed to heed, tho 
protest of the royal promoter against 
allowing a good thing to slip. through the 
hands of acompany in which His Majesty 
had acquired a largo interest. [t must 
be assumed that the President is not de- 
ceived by King Leopold’s disingenuous 
pretence that the resumption of tle anton- 
HHankow emeession by the Chinese Govern- 
ment is equivalent to a “flagrant closing 
of the promised op:n door.” But as the 
President is reported to have invited 
Mr. Morgan to consult with him on the 
subject 1 may be inferred that he is some- 
what exercised about the effect which the 
surrender of thls concession will have on 
American influence in China, and. breadly 
speaking, ou the prestige of this republic 
in the Far East. Mr, Morgan was 
probably able to inform the- President 
that, after the contrel of the American 
China Development Company bad heen 
recovered from the hands of the Belgian 
syndicate acting for King Leopold. he and 
hi associa es notified the Chinese Govern- 
nient that they hed no intention of insi 
ing on building the Canton-Hankow Rail- 
way if the Chinese preferred to do the 
work themselves, ‘The Chinese promptly 
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accepted the option thus offered them, 
ani it was left to their Minister at 
Washington to arrange about the basis 
of compensation for the railroad pro- 
perty and franchises In this negoti- 
ation Mr. Elihu Root, the present Secro- 
tary of State, and Judge Ingraham repre- 
sonted Mr. Morgan and his associntes, 
and the price agreed on as full satisfac: 
tion for all the claims of the American 
China Development Company, in connec- 
tion with the Canton-Hankow Railway 
concession, was $6,700,000. Considering 
that less than twenty. miles of railroad, 
with its equipment, rolling stock, and 
terminals, a modest construction plant, 
and the record of « number of surveys, 
represents all the tangible property for 
which com ensation could be claimed, 
the price which China has agreed to pay 
must be held to bea very liberal one, 
even after making all possible allowance 
for the value of an unexpired concession 
which China generously refrained from 
exercising her undoubted right to 
cancel. 

It was supposed that, on Mr. Morga: 
return from Europe, the bargain con- 
cluded betwoon his representatives and 
the Chinese Minister, and approved by 
his associate holders of a majority of the 
stock of the Development Company would 
be formally ratified, But the meeting 
called for that purpose last week was 
adjourned till near the ond of this month, 
and the question remains, at least nomi- 
nally, open. We confoss our inal 
sco how the prestige of tho United States 
in tho Far East or elsewhere, is to bo 
advanced by keeping this question open. 
So far as American influouco in China is 
concerned the mischief was done when a 
controlling inajority of the stock of the 
Amorican China Development Company 
was sold to the avowed agent of the 
syndicate hoaded by the King of the 
Bolgians, In awarding to another Belgian 
syndicate the construction of the line 
from Poking to Hankow the Chinese had 
inade the disquicting discovery that, 
instead of dealing with the representa- 
tives of a small aud presumably anaggres- 
Stato, they bad boon playing into th 
mls of the two great military powers 
from whose torritorial groed they had 
most to fear. It was a still moro disagr 
able revelation to find that the America: 

whose disintorestedness they had placod 
ontire confidence, had quietly transferred 
to a group of finaucial adventurers, headed 
by the most uuscrupulous potentate in 
Europe and closely allied to the Belgian 
syndicate which had undertaken the cen- 
struction of the Northern lino, the right to 
build, operate, aud control the Southern 
half of China's grout central trunk railway. 
It happened, fortunately, that a clause in 
the agreement between the Chins Gov- 
erumont and the Development Company 
forbade the transfer by the Americans of 
their rights “ to other nations or peopl- 
of other nationality.” In spite of the 
inability of our Department of State to 
discover any evidence that the Develop- 
ment Company had forfeited its Amor- 
ican status, the Chinese declined to be 
hoodwinked again by any Belgian syndio 
cate, however, carofully disguised. ‘They 
were, accordingly, on the point of 
revoking the concession and repudiating 
all responsibility tor the bonds now in 
the hands of a trast company in New 
Jersey, when Mr. Morgan and his as- 
sociates interposed to save the company 
from shipwreck. As the ba 
cluded between them and the Chinese 
Minister assures « return to the stock- 
holders of the company of three times 
the par value of their shares, the salvage 
must be held to have beon quite successe 
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fully accomplished. 

But the injury which has been done to 
American enterprise in China is beyond 
the reach of even the surgery of the 
President of the United States. The 
Chinese are not at all likely to forget 
that long after the company holding the 
Canton-Hankow concession had been 
completely Belgianised they were offi- 
cially assured that “the United States 
Government considers the American 
China Development Company to be in 
good faith an American company.” If 
our Department of State did not feel war- 
ranted in going behind the names sp- 
pearing upon the stock book of the com- 
pany, the Chinese Government had too’ 
much at stake to shut its eyes to the 
fact that the chief office of the company 
was really in Brussels, and that, from the 
president of the company down, its New 
York directorate was composed of dum- 
mies of His Majesty of Belgium. While 
that sinister personage continues to own 
a large block of the stock of the American 
China Development Company, the at- 
titude of the Chinese toward the coi 
» will remain unchanged. ‘Their 
Minister at Washington was informed 
fifteon months ago that the United States 
considered a company which the Chinese 
Knew had long ceased to be American, as 
still having the right to. claim its protec- 
tion. ‘The impression left by that will re- 
main on the Chinese mind, even after the 
status of the company has been 
jputably restored. Thus the attitude 
of the Chinese toward: the corporation 
Will remain ous of fixed suspicion’ and 
distrust, aud it can hardly be to the ad- 
vantage of American prestige in the Far 
East to have such a company build a 
road for Chi iust the oxpress desire 
\d proved reudiness of the Chinese to 
do it for themselves.

Sermon at Union Church 
by the Rev. C, E. Darwent. 
Suffer har II Tim. ii. 3. 

The letter from our friend the “ Griffin” 
has given me an opportunity of proach- 
ing on a subject that has been on my 
mind for a long time, I wanted some- 
thing @ propos of it, and kindly Pro- 
vidence sent mo tho griffin’s letter. Then, 
when I wanted a text with which to link 

it wonderful book, 
‘0 contain a letter t 
I the old warrior spostle’s 
etter to his young friend Timothy, who 
happened tobe a grifiin in the mmistry. 
And this is what Paul tells him is the 
first condition of success in his business 
“to endure hardness,” to learn to do 
without things. You cannot have all 
you want, all your passions and com- 
fort and pleasures demand. It is because 
they will not see this there are so many 
sorry Cl ns. 

And this is true of life generally; no 
young man will make a man of himself- 
unless he is prepared to “suffer hardship,” 
to deny himself luxuries, to “scorn de- 
lights and live laborious days”-as Milton 
says he did; unless he is prepared to put 
up with deprivations. He may makes 
mannikin, a Syberite, a self-indulgent fop, 
{an “old boy” in his old age) but not a. 
man in the full heroic sense of the word. 
The beginning of all greatness of charac. 
ter is learning to do without things, and 
being contented to do without them for 
higher good. The young man who will 
have everything he likes hes no future. 
‘He has no grit, no stamina, no backbone, 
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‘|The young fellow who wants a c 


age 
and has it though he cannot afford it ; ana 
goes to the theatre when he cannot afford 
it, and lives in a first-rate style when he 
can only afford second-rate, has failed in 
his first stop in life. We grow by what 
wo refuse. His moral grit is gone. 

Tf you cannot afford a thing go 
without it and be content. Until you 
learn that you have not learnt the 
alohabet of the moral or religious life. 
Above all, a man who gets into debt for 
thing he can do without ix lost. As, 
I think, Horace Greeley said: “ If you can 
only afford to dine on split peas, while 
sitting on a doorstep to eat them, do so 
rather than get into debt at a hotel.” 
There is. nothing men of the day need > 
learn more than this. Oh rhat young men 
of to-day would learn this lesson! To 
live more simply, to learn to do without: 
luxuries- ‘To cease to whine | ecause they 
cannot tart where their taipyns avd 
fathers have ended ! O that they bad more 
moral grit and self-denial ! 

The men who. have made history have 
learnt this. Lincoln often dined on 
raw peeled potatoes, und if many Scots 
have succeeded in life more, it has not 
been because they are cleverer than 
others, but because they learued in a 
hard boyhood how to do without thing: 

Now for our good Griffiu, and. hi 
budget. ‘The income is $2,200 » year. 
This yields four whiskies and sodas a 
day. ‘I tremble to think how many the: 
Grifin would have had on double his 
income. Clearly $400 a month would 
have ruined him, 

But now for the budget. I would 
remark first that when we como out wo 
may not be worth more than the grifiin’s 
salary. Let us be modest about ourselves, 
Ikuow young wen who are happily 
married, as a fact, on tho grifiin’s income. 
are quite solvent and happy. 
Board $95. Let the 

‘fin take cheaper quarters ; still oven 
Betting it stand, seoing he gots food, 
sheltor (and sorvice), two of man’s prime 
necessities for that sum, ho does vory 
well. 

. Clothing. Surely $180 for the first 
year is too much! He ought only to 
need summer clothing. I found $100 
ample. And do not let him despise 
white ducks! Some of us wear them our- 
selves; we find them more comfortable 
than clothes needing high collars in the 
hot weathor! ‘They are quite respectable 
and Jast. The griffin’s dozon suits will 
last seven yoars (crede experto), so thoy 
work out cheaply. As for the Club. Vory 
nico: but not necessary (though it is $7 
a month not $10). I am acquainted with 
the griffin’s hong and can vouch that 
there are pumber of excellent follows in 
it, with some of whom he could have 
made friend: Then theré aro the 
Churches (which the griffin leaves out of 
account Iam sorry to say.)

A Disaster in Acheen. 

As in view of the large extension of the 
Dutch colonies the temple of Janu:

He says:—“In recent years Russian 
enterprise in the East had showed great 
expansion, The year 1898- saw her the 
lessee of Port Arthur and Talien.

saw that she must clash with Japan's 
intorests and we applied ourselves early 
to consider what course to adopt. The 
sam of our reflections was that, from a 
historical and geographical point of 
view, a forward policy must be pur- 
sued in Corea, and that Japan must 
not submit to be controlled in that 
sphere by any of the great Powors. 
Russia, However, steadily incveased her 
forces, and there could be no concealing 
her evil designs. In July of 1903 we 
opened negotiations with her the 

fight. Our determination 
that as a matter of self- 
defence and as a matter of national devel- 
opment Corea must not be abandoned to 
Russis, In pursuance of that r-snlve war 
became inevitable, ‘To spenk uureserved- 
ly, it must be confessed that on the eve of 
crossing swords with a Power of such 
renowned strength our estimate of the issue 
was not very confident. On the sea the 
forces were about equally matched arith- 











1 | metically, but whereas our enemy had had 


no actual experience of war for many: 
years, we had. Thorofore wo believed 
firmly that at least our fleet would not bo 
totally dofeated before it had annihilated 
his, On land, however, there was a vast 
difference: four millions against half'a 
million. Yet he had to move his men by 
‘a single live of railway, which limited the 
number he could put in the field. In 
point of military equipment ho was if 
anything our superior and in the matter 
of officers’ education both sides wore 
about equal. Only in mountain fighting 
in Corea and Lisotung the Japanes 

troops were nut likely tobe beaten. Thus 
considered, the prospects of the 
land campaign did not seom to 
us altogethor hopeless. But it was 
a sorious business. ‘There was no 
cortainty of success as a non-expert 
might suppose. Not until our plans had 
boon fully laid, our proparations com- 
pleted at every point and the supremo 
tost of combat applied could tho prospect 




















of victory unfold itself. It was a time 
of the keonest auxiety. But succoss or 
failuro lies in the lap of fortune. Wo 


had to be prepared for partial discom- 
fiture. Complete dofeat, however, would 
concern Japan’s fate and was not to 
be suffered under any  circumstanct 
Not we alone were determined that 
even though Japan were transformed 
into a barren island wo would fight 
to the end and cease only with death : 
all wore of like resolution. So the war 
opened. Huppily unlooked-for victory w 
won, Theu, after the Buttle of Mukden, 
Europe and America began to say that 
humanity called for the end of the war, 
and after the Battle in the Sea of Japan 
the President of the United States sug- 
gosted-a conference which ended in the 
prosent peace. It appears that the torms 
@ aro very severely criticised. 
Men’s opinions differ and it is inovit- 
able that there should be contro- 
vorsy. But the Cabinet, in deciding 
to make peace, was influenced by 
several considerations: by the actual 
state of the Empiro's finances ; by the 
s quence of future national development + 
by Rassia’s comparative invulnerability to 
blows struck in the Far Kast; by the 
attitude of the world. Viewing the mat 
ter from all these standpoints we saw that 
to continue the war would have involved 
heavy sacrifices, and would not have attain- 
ed results groster than those attainable by 
making peace now We shrank therefore 
from wasting the resouroes which the 
country would need for its foture enter- 
prises in Gorea and in the leased regions o@ 
Manchuria. From this decision there wat 
not one dissentient person, nor was thers 

















ay division into “weak” and “strong e 
If to make peace was wrong, taen we ar” 
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content t» be called “weak ;” all of us 
together, the Elder Statesmen, the Cabinet 
Ministers, and I who speak. 

‘There is a Word of explanation necessary 
here. Certain people ssy that our military 
force was insufiicient to meet the Russians 
without much denger and that I, Yama- 
gata, xdvecated peace for that reason. 
‘his is an egregious mistake. It concerns 
the repnrativo of a million men. T do not 
regard what may be said of myself, but I 
cmnnot overlook anything tht relates to 
the honour of the xrms, ‘The Grm deter- 
mination with’ which, as I bave already 
said, we entered the war remsins to-day as 
it ever was. I have been » soldier for 
forty years ‘and it has been my lot 
to seo-iany fights. They have differed 
of course asto magnituile of operations, 
but many of my-past battles have beon 
very much severer than that of to-day. 
Nevertheless I came through’ all those 
Gifficulties and “hardships, and I now 
assert my firm conviction that although 
to take Harbin would havo entailed 
many sacrifices, our troops had certainly 
the strength todo it, and would have 
done it. Possibly if in the course of 
many months a great discrepancy should 
arise in the numerical strengths of the 
two armies so thati the force 
outnumbered ours many times over, the 
outcome might be difficult to foretell ; but 
judging from the results of tho nume- 
rous conflicts that have alroady taken 
place and from the actual fighting for: 
of the two urmios, I entertain no doubt 
whatover as to what the issue would have 
boon.”

on the strength of this repr 
sontation the plaintiffs went on with the 
issuo until 12th July last. 

‘Whothor the plaintiffs can recover from 
the defendant depends on the question 
whether the above was such s misropro- 
sentation as to amount to a wrong entit- 
ling the plaintiffs to damages. 

Could “Evans havo seriously thought 
that the plaintiffs wore entitled, os a 
then existing fact, to got their July 

‘ages from this Court out of the proceeds 
of a sale, to be ordered at his suit and 
for his bonofit? How ? If theirclaim had 
‘boon against Ferris, and they had suc- 
ceeded in getting judgment against him, 
they might have served s° bankruptey 
hotice on Evans or on the Sheriff, - But 
tho plaintiffs’ claim for July wages was 
hot against Ferris, who hed told them to 
Coase the issue of the Paper at the end 
of April; aud this Evans kuew. Ican 
think of no reasonable explauation that 
Evans could have given to himself or to 
else of this statement that the 
titled to be -paid 
their July Court out of the 
proceeds of t to be a rockless 
inisstatomont, for which the defendant 
is liable in damages. I: was mado for 
his own benefit that the papor might 
be sold as a going concern} he being in 
much better position to get legal advice 
than the plaintiffs ; it was made to tho 
xtent that the plaintiffs should act 
‘pon it. ‘They did act upon it and they 
guffored the damage for which they now 
claim. 

‘The measure of damages ought to be 
Gompensation for such loss to the plain- 
fiffs as is the reasonable and probable 
Gonsequonce of defendant's misrepresents 
tion. Such loss seems to ms to be their 
wages for the twelve days in July, during 
Which the paper was issued. After that 
Gate they were free to got other .om- 
ployment. That some of them waited 
¢xpeating the paper to be re-ismued was 
no concern of 


Judgment for - plaintiffs for “wages 
from Ist to 12th July’ of such - employs 
as wore working during those days. If 
the parties. cannot agree ‘on the amount. 
there mustbe a reference to the Registrar, 
and the party meking’ the ‘reference 
ec ‘will have to pay for it.

R. v. Joun Scnrivan. 


John Sullivan was before the Court, 
remanded from the 16th instant, on a 
charge of unlawfully and malicionsly 
wouuding one Wong ‘Tsoh-sheng, on the 
28rd of June, 1905. 

Mr. G. D. Musso prosecuted, 

Mr. Musso said that at the last hearin- 
his Worship had decided to hoar the 
complainant’s evidence over again, owing 
to faulty interpretation. The Police ing 
terpreter was now present. 

‘Tho complainant, again examined by 
Mr. Musso, said—I'am a furni 
carrying on business at 51, 
Road. The name of my shop is Hoo Chi. 
Tho defendant came to my shop on the 
morning of the 20th of June, bringing a 
tennis racquet to be repaired. There 
wore five strings to be renewed and the 
defendant said he wanted the racquet 
ack in two days, The racquet was ré 
turned to him on the morning of the 22nd 
of June, When the defendant saw the 

juet that morning, he said it was all 
right and told me to send it to his ho 
19, Szechuon Road. The price arranged 
for the repairs was $1. I took the racquot 
to the defendant that afternoon and 
handed it, together with the Lill, to a 
coolie, who took it to the defendant. 1 
then waited some time, and getting no 
answer, was told by the coolie to go into 
the office myself. Tho office door was 
‘open aud I stopped for a short time 
the door, but as the defendant did not 
y anything, I walked. inside, saluted 
him, and asked for $1. Tho defendant 
replied that he wonld not pay $1. I told 
him that was the price agroed upon, but. 
the defendant said he would only 
pay 60 conts. I said ho was a 
business man like me, and that if 
a customer arranged a price with 
him, he would not tke a reduced amount. 
I told him that it was a small matter 
and the defendant then pushed me out 
from the room. He pushed mo on my 
chest and I went out backwards. 
I was pushed close to the steps I caught 
hold of the rails, ‘Then he hit me on the 
bridge of the nose with his fist. I was 
covered with blood. Bofore I was struok 
on the nose I did not say anything. I 
told him not to assault me like that for 
the éake of $1. I said this when he had 
assaulted me and I was on the ground. 
T said it could not be British to assault 
me and kick mo when I was down, as that 
was not the conduct of a Britisher. I then 
wrung my hands and ssid I was going to 
ai 
ground after be had struck me several 
times. After I fell to the ground he 
went on assaulting me until the arrival of 
the constable. I told him that my leg 
was broken, but he paid no heed. He 
both struck me with his hands and kicked 
me. I cannot tell exactly as I was 
semi-conscious. I cried for help and 
then a coolie went into the street and 
called a policeman. ‘This was the coolie 
to whom I had handed the bill and the 
racquet. The policeman was a tall 
Indian. I could not tell his number. 
When the constable came in, the defend- 
ant went to.the office. The constable 
lifted me up and took me to the 
verandah, where I leaned against the 
railings, I could not walk as my leg 
was broken. I told the constable to take

T thought I was. I fell to tho) 


]my assailant to the Police Station. The 
constable went in to the’office and when 
he came out he said he could not arrest 
the man. The constable accompanied 
me to the Police Station. I wont ina 
ricsha and my coolie helped me into the 
ricsha. I do not know who it was I saw 
at tho Station, but 1 told him that I had 





been badly assaulted over $1. Then a 
native detective took me to the 
hospital. I: was the “foreigner in 


charge of the charge room that I spoke 
to. I do not recollect his number. 
I was in ‘the ricsha’ at the time. 
I told him to charge my assailant, 
He advised me to go to tho hospital 
t once. He did not say ho would 
charge the defendant; there was not 
time as I was sont straight away- to 
the hospital. After a week in hospital 
one of the foreign police camo to see 
ue. Leannot say if he is.in Court ; ine 
was iu flannels at the time ho called. 
Altogether I was about four weeks in 
hospital. I can a little now, but 
am still in T have a furniture 
shop. My carpenters do the manufac- 
turing work, and [ act asa sort of shroft. 
I got in business and collect accounts. In 
the interview at defendant's office, when 
the assault took place, I did not challenge 
him to fight. I did uot uso any in- 
sulting or provoking language to him. I 
imply said that he.was a doalor as I was, 
and asked him if, having agreed to do cor- 
tain work for .$10 he would accept $6 
for it? When f said that he told me to 
go out. I did not make any provoking 
gesture, or do anything that might be 
construed into that. Few Chines 
would dare to do anything of that sort to 
2 for have never hud any fight 
with a foreignor before. I have no timo 
to quarrel with people. My customors 
are almost exclusively foreigners, I have 
been in business twolve years. I havo 
never beou assaulted by a foreigner bo- 
foro and I have never had any trouble 
which has led me to the Mixed Court. I 
avoid law suits if I can. 

Cross-examined —I was uot presont at 
my shop when you brought the racquet 
to be repaired. Another man saw you. 
It was arranged that you wore to pay 20 
cents each for every string that was 
changed. When you called at 11 a.m, 
on the 22nd I met you and told you that 
it would cost $2 if you wished to have 
all the cross strings changed. You did 
not arrange with mo to havo it done for 
$1 and that I should bring the racquet 
to your office that afternoon. When I 
brought it in the sfternoon you did. not 
ine it and say that it was in the 
ame stato as in the morning and that you 
would not pay the whole amount, ws the 
work agreed upon had not beon completed. 
You offered me 60 cents, but I told you 
that you had already -arranged to pay 
$1 and had been ied with 
bargain, and that the arrangerient must 
stand. If you said anything otherwise, 
it must have been when you visited my 
shop in the morning. When you 
you would not pay the full amount, I did 
not say, “You no proper man, You no 
proper man,” and got excited. I did not 
say, “ You no pay, I take racquet back,” 
and attempt to grab the racquet from 
your desk. I said that if you refused to 
Ipay, you had better give me back the 
Jracquet. I did not grab at it. I did not 
say,“ Wanchee fightee, wanches fighteo,” 
und shake my fist at you. As you walked 
to the door of the office I did not follow 
at your side, threatening you. I was 
pushed out of the room, aud pushed so 
heavily that I noarly fell down, only the 
| rail of the steps saving me. When you 
i called for your coolie I did not olasp you 
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round the neck ‘and try to throw you to 
the ground. It was I who called the 
coolie and not you. I did not strike you 
sevoral:blows in the face and clasp your 
neck again when you were returning into 
your office. I only went into your office 
once. I did not utter the words that it 
was uot British to assault me and kick 
moe when I was down—I thought’ them. 
I thought that when I recovered I would 
have justice in the Court. When I fell 
down you did not send the coolie for 
policeman. Isontthecoolie. You were 
then ‘assaulting me, You stopped 
assaulting me directly the constable came. 
‘He did not see you assaulting me. You 
stopped when he got to the ‘door. You 
pushed me out of the room and I fell 
against the rail. I caught hold of the 
door-post outside the office. The con- 
ble did not tell me that you had 
at you would go to the Police Station 
if tho Inspector said he wished to see 
you. 

‘Re-examined—When the constable and 
the coolie helped me into the ricsha, 
the defendant did not help me. He never 
helped me at all after I fell—he ib on 
saulting me.

I romomber-the complainant 
boing ‘admitted to -the Hospital on 
the “22nd of Juno and I examined 
him ‘Gieeotly after his arrival. I found 
that “he - was euffering from a small

He 
some bleeding from the nose 

small cut inside the lower ‘lip. 
log was broken just above tho 

ankle joint, with somo swelling of the 
Jog. I noticed no other injuries on the 
body. Idid not examine him all over, 
but my attontion was not called to 
anything. Iremomber no distinct bruis 
on the broken leg, though there was a 
good doal of offusion into the tissues 
around the fracture. It did not lead'me 
to form any opinion as to the cause of 
the fracture, It might have been caused 
by ‘a sovere direct blow, or by a 
severe inidirect injury. The man left 
the Hospital on the 20th of July. 
Whori ho left the Hospital, the bone 
was united, but he was not able to 
walk, Ho bad a plaster-of-Paris splint 
on. “It will-probably take four months 
from the date of the injury for his leg to 
get practically right again. Ido not think 
there will be any permanent results from 
the fracture.

‘These 
constituted the o sly allegations. necessary, 
and which indeed were the only allegations 
thxt could be msde in support of the 
claim for wrongful dismissal.

d the only ingredients t 
the case. On the demurrer itself 
counsel referred the Uourt to Bouvier’s 
book on the subject. It seemed to 
that plaintiff showed unquestionable cause 
of action in his petition, and thxt the 
demurrer could not, therefore, be effective. 
He could not see in what particular it. was 
ineffsctive, ambiguous, aud unintelligible. 
It was only necessary to state the actual 
grounds on which the action was brought, 
namely, employment, wrongful dismissal, 
and n claim for damages. If Mr. Brooks 

ed for further particulars and detail 
he could have them. As to Mr. Br.ok 
contention about the date of Mr. Gray's 
dismissal counsel thought this was frivo- 
lous, Mr. Brooks must have in his pox- 
session, probably in his pocket a resolu- 
tion of the defendant company dismissing 
Mr. Gray.

THE RESIGNATION 
OF LORD CURZON. 


22nd September. 

Irany:proof were wanted that Mr. 
Brodrick is as great a-failure at the 
_ India Office as he was at the War 
Office, it would be found in the re- 
signation of Lord Curzon of the 
brill iant post of Viceroy of India. Iv 
is a post that has been held by 
many great statesmen, who have 
given lustre to the post and received 
lustre from it, but there are few men 
who on the whole have been more 
successful in filling it conscientiously 
and energetically, than Lord Curzon. 
One of the very cleverest of Jowett’s 
young men at Billiol, he was »lways 
a little too conscious of his own sup- 
eriority to be. popular, but bis 
abilities and his: love of hard work 
were never disputed, and in India 
he thas dedicated his whole powers, 
mental and physical, to doing whut 
he believed was the best.for India. 
But his superior in, London, 
Mr. Brodrick, is a. second-rate, 
well-meaning, plodding _ politician 
who, on his own showing, could 
not understand ‘the situation in 
India, and the Viceroy’s career in 
India has accordingly come suddenly 
to a close. The “Times of India” 
begins its article ‘on'“the Viceroy's 
resignation by saying: “ Whatever 
view may be taken of Lord Curzon 
and his work in India, there will, 
we are assured, be almost complete 
unanimity among all classes of the 
community ‘upon one point, namely, 
that-{the. present énding of so dis- 
tinguished | a viceroyalty is little less 
than a tragedy. Lord Curzon has 
aréused not criticism only, but 
furious opposition and impassioned 
resentment. His general policy 
during the past three years has! 
seemed ‘to: many the embodiment ‘of| 





a hard and illiberal creed, ‘the almost | Te) 


finatical “expression of a complete 
distrust of the people and their 
institutions, Yet all men have seen 
iu him, and have acknowledged with 
admiration and ustonishment, e grasp 
of administration, a power of labour, 
and a devotion to an ideal ‘of 
duty which have very rarely been 
combiued in so signal a degree in the 
person of a single public man, 
In regard to the reorganisation -of 
the ‘Indian Army, ‘the: differences 
between Lord ‘Curzon and the Home 





Government have all along been 
fundamental and irreconcilable ;” and 
the telegrams that have passed 
between Mr. Brodrick and ‘the Vice- 
roy “ indicate, more clearly than has ‘ 
yet been done, the extent of Lord, 
Kitchener’s triumph, and the im-| 
mensity of the power which bas been 
given into the hands of the Com-| 
mander-in-Ohief by the new system, 
So far ‘as Lord Curzon himself is| 
concerned, they present him as the 
champion of a losing cause, striving, 
in the face of personal weariness and | 
deep disappointment, to effect a 
modification of the scheme which he 
had condemned while undertaking 10 
put it, into force, and, incidentally, | 
they illustrate once more his unsur- 
passed faculty of giving vigorous and 
Incisive expression to his own view of 
‘a situation and a policy. .... They 
furnish a further example of Mr. 
Brodrick’s official untruthfulness. . , 
Lord Curzon refers in the. plainest 
terms to his having resigned last 
June, addiag: ‘The main conditions 
which caused me to fes.gu on that 
ocoasion have again been called into 
being’ Ib is bardly necessary to re- 
call the-answers which Mr. Brodrick 
gave at the time to repeated ques- 
tions. in the House of Commous— 
answers which make it more impos- 
sible than ever to regard the present 
Secretary of State asa fit person to 
sit among his Majesty's advisers.” 
Viceroys of Iudia have hitherto 
bad on their Councils a Military 
Member of ‘high rank in the army, 
who has acted as a check on the 
Commander-in-Chief, and has thus! 
maintained thecoustitutional arrange- ! 
ment that administrative control ; 
and executive command shall not be 
in the hands of one mau. Lord Kit- 
chener is a very masterful person, 
and he went out to India not only 
to command the army there, but to 
rgunise it entirely. That. the, 
Viceroy should have another mili- 
tary adviser at his side to criticise, 
and possibly disapprove of, his plans, 
was extremely irksome to Lord 
Kitchener, and, having the backing 
of Mr, Brodrick, he succeeded 
in enforcing .the resiguation of 
the military member of the Coun- 
cil, Major-General Sir E.R. ‘Elles, 
K. ©. B, by threatening to resign 
himse'f if the system which imposed 
any check on him were retained. 
The YViceroy’s -Council has been 











relieved of -its Military Member, in 
his place a Supply Member being 
appointed, ustensibly as a concession 
to the Government-of India; he “is 
to be a mere storekeeper withoub 
any real functions that justify: the 
seat upou the Council which-he is to 
occupy. ‘The pretence that -be is to 
be a real second adviser to the Vice- 
roy,upon military. matters . hasbeen’ 
dropped.” Now, the public confid- 
ence in Lord Kitchener as an 
organiser is ‘60 absolutely unlimited, 
that Mr, Brodrick felt sure ‘that, 
public opinion at home would ‘sup- 
port him in agreeing to this-change, 
strongly opposed as-it was by Lord 
Curzon. The change might be a 
good one if we could always be sure 
of having a Lord Kitchener as Oom- 
mander-in-Chief in India, but it is 


almost always-disastrous to do away 


with a long-standing and satisfactory 
system to meet an exceptional case. 
‘This was the question.on which Lord 
Curzon felt so strongly that he 
resigned..in' June; ‘but Mr.’ Balfour 
virtually implored him .not to give 
his tottering cabinet such a serious 
blow, while Parliament was sitting, 
and he withdrew his  resigua- 
tion, When it came to appointing 
the new Supply Member, the Viceroy 
nominated Sir Edmund Barrow, in 
recommending whom “Lord Curzon 
had two things in view. He wished 
to emphasise the claim that the 
Viceroy is’ the proper person to 
advise the Secretary of State with 
re-pecb to appointments falling 
within the province of the latter; 
and he wished to ensure ‘the appoint- 
ment of u Supply Member who would 
be acceptable to himself as a military 
adviser, and at the samé time an 
efficient’ “check on the power of 
the Commander-in-Chief.” ‘Chis was 
exactly what Lord Kitchener did nob 
want, ‘and accordingly Mr. Brodrick 
was made to reply ‘thar ib was his 
prerogative, not the Viceruy’s,. to 
appoint the Supply Mémber, that the 
post’ was not responsible enough for 
General, and that a‘Colonel would 
fill it sufficiently. This was too much 
for Lord Curzon, Again it is ‘seen 
that when a man resigns on a question 
of principle, and. yielding to pressure 
withdraws “bis resignation, he: is 
almost sure to have to resign 
later on some question of detail. 
As the “Tithes of India” concludes : 
“The result in avy case is such as to 
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intensify the feeling of regret that 
Lord Curzon, prevented from going 
out upon -the vital con-titutiona! 
principle, should now by the irony 
of circumstance be driven to resign 
upon a matter of minor signifi- 
cance” Lord Kitchener's proposals, 
adopted by our present Government, 
are thus summed up by Lord Cu:zon 
“Their net result can only be to 
concentrate all military power in the 
hands of Army Headquarters, to lead 
to serious congestion of business, and 
to reduce the Miliary Supply De- 
partment toimpotene,.” Tne pres- 
tige of Lord Kitchener may permit 
of the continuxnce of this sys'em 
while he remains Commander-in- 
Chief, and Lord Minto has accepted 
the Viceroyulty under these condi- 
tions ; but with a weakerCommander- 
in-Chref, and a stronger Viceroy than 
Lord Minto, the old system will surel 
come in agnin,

The Weichow Rebellion. 


I have before referred to the outbreak 
of banditti in the Weichou prefecture. 
It appears at present to:be little more 
than an abnormal development of the 
continuous dissatisfaction with'the Ohi- 
nese Government, aud’a desire ingrained 
in the minds of the Chinese to rob when- 
ever there is a chance, Be this as it 
may, reports indicate that: it is a sorious 
matter for those concerned. On the 
27th of the seventh Chinese month, 
whon the Canton launch was proceeding 
to Wuchou, about eleven “o'clock at. 
night, it was attacked. Although it was 
earrying troops and patrols they wore 
‘overcome by the robbers. Many of them 
were killed and their bodies were flung 
into the ris Indeed within a fow days 
there have been three instances ol steam 
launches held: up, when there has beon 
great loss of life, and though these cases 
are reported to the magistrates, little 
that is effective appears to have been 
‘attempted with a view to crush the
